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Beethoven's  Eroica  Symphony  (Sunday,  October  17,  10:00  P.M.),  was  not  very  well 
received  at  its  first  performance  in  1805.  The  Viennese  correspondent  of  the  Berlin  paper, 
Der  Freimuthige,  divided  the  audience  into  three  groups:  "The  first,  made  up  of 
Beethoven's  friends,  asserts  that  the  music  is  masterful,  that  its  style  is  the  style  of  great 
music,  and  that  if  the  public  dislikes  the  work  it  is  because  the  public  has  not  sufficient 
culture.  After  a  few  thousand  years,  however,  the  public  will  learn  to  be  greatly  im- 
pressed. The  second  group  denies  that  the  symphony  possesses  any  artistic  merit  at  all. 
It  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  are  no  traces  in  the  work  of  beauty,  sublimity  or  power; 
that  it  is,  on  the  contrary,  a  wholly  uncontrolled  striving  after  effect  and  novelty.  This 
gioup  believes  that  Beethoven  has  accomplished  a  certain  undesirable  originality  by 
means  of  odd  modulations  and  forced  transitions,  and  by  the  combination  of  heterogen- 
eous elements.  It  would  for  example,  be  possible  to  write  a  Pastoral,  working  it  out  in 
the  most  exalted  style,  with  a  good  deal  of  "jerking  in  the  basses,"  the  use  of  three 
horns,  and  so  forth.  But  genius  manifests  itself,  this  group  maintains,  not  by  producing 
things  unusual  or  fantastic,  but  things  beautiful  and  sublime.  The  third— and  much 
smaller— group  is  somewhere  in  the  middle.  It  concedes  some  beauties  to  the  symphony, 
but  holds  that  there  is  no  real  unity  and  that  the  seemingly  infinite  duration  of  the 
music  is  tiring  for  experts  and  intolerable  for  amateurs.  It  hopes  that  Beethoven  may 
use  his  great  talents  to  produce  works  like  the  first  two  symphonies,  like  the  charming 
septet  in  E  Flat,  and  "the  spirited  quintet  in  D  Major."  More  work  along  these  lines 
will  put  Beethoven  in  the  first  rank  of  instrumental  composers.  This  third  group,  how- 
ever, does  not  rest  from  its  labors  at  this  point.  It  goes  on  to  fear  that  music  can  become 
so  complicated  that  no  one  but  experts  will  be  able  to  take  any  pleasure  in  it;  that 
everyone  will  leave  the  concert  hall  with  a  feeling  of  "fatigue,  depressed  by  plenty  of 
incoherent  and  overstuffed  ideas  as  well  as  by  the  perpetual  noise  of  all  the  instruments."
